RusoLvrion.—The system of transliteration in the Roman character of 
Indian proper names, which had formed since 1868 the subject of much dis- 
cussion, was prescribed for adoption by the Government of India last year, 
‘and those orders were finally approved and confirmed by Her Majesty’s 
Government. 

2. The time has therefore passed for further discussion of the merits of 
alternative systems, and the system prescribed for adoption should be adhered 
~ toand carried into effect. ’ , 

3. While, however, Her Majesty’s Government have desired that the 
“system shall be applied in the case of all the less known Indian names, they 
« have also directed that the orthography of names of well-known places should 
be retained. His Excellency in Council also desirés to give considerable lati- 
tude to Local Governments in respect to the extent to which the change should 
be immediately introduced. 
. 4. His Excellency in Council trusts that the lists called for in the 
Circular from this Department, No. 15—400-415, dated the 17th October 
1872, will now be carefully prepared in accordance with the principles laid 
down by the Government of India, and that they will be submitted with 
a8 little delay as possible. These lists will, after revision, be published for 
general information, and the orthography of all names PE in them 
should, after such publication, be scrupulously adhered to in all official docu- 
ments throughout India, with the exception of British Burmah. The rules 
which have been laid down for the transliteration of native names do not 
apply to the language of that province, and it accordingly is excepted from 
the present orders. ! ;

In reply to your letter No. 4080-211 R, dated the 17th July 1873, Iam directed to refer 
you to the closing paragrayh of the notification No. 104, dated 13th June 1875, and to say 
that, under the provisions of Act XVIII of 1869, the possessor of a spoiled stamp is entitled 
to refund at any time within one year‘of the date on which it was purchased, but not there. 
after. Under the notification he is further entitled to refund at any time within six months 
from the date on which it was spoiled, even though more than one year should have elapsed | 
from’the date of purchase. : 

To take the instance quoted by the Government of Bombay: A, who urchased a stamp 
on Ist May 1872, which was spoiled on Ist March 1873, would be entitled under the notification 
to a refund on Ist August '873, because he applied within six months of thé date on which the 
stamp was spoiled. But without the notification he would have had no claim to refund, as 
more than one year would have passed from date of purchase. ‘ - 

The concluding sentence of the notification was intended to guard against the supposi- 
tion that the Government wished in any way to restrict the concessions of the law which of ~ 
course it would bave no power to do. ‘There is nothing to prevent the Government extending 
the concessions of the law.
